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GARMAN CRUELTY TO 
’ PRISONERS 


out of Germany through my efforts 
to get a young-fellow out who ‘is in 
a dying state. Suddenly after I had 
given up'all efforts to leave the 
country I found that I had been se- 
lected to take him to England and 
‘the two of us were exchanged for 
two German consular officials.” So 
stated Prof. Elmer Luck, M.A., — of 
Edmonton, who has just arrived in 
Belleville with his two little dauzh- 
ters after the most grueling exper- 
iences in the heart of Germany from 
August last until Mareh 18 of this 
year, when a fortunate coincidence of 
circumstances led to his escape. 

Professor Luck gives a first-hand 
account of Some of the most striking 
things that had come hi8 Way. 

Ambassador. Gerard arranged his 
exchange. The! young companion ot 
Mr. Luck was an Australian, aged 
19 years, who had been a student of 
the violin at Leipzig Conservatory 
lof Music. ‘They put him into pris- 
on the first week in September in 
the common jail in Leipzig and gave 
him as cell mate a convict who was 
tubercular. There he was kept for 
five months. In spite of his protests 
on his condition of health” he was 
cursed up and down by the _ officials 
Finally, in January, Vial was so bai 
that he could not walk or sit up. 
Then he was put into a hospital 
; where ever. more inhuman treatment 
laa meted out to him by the doc- 
tors and nurses.’ 

At length Ambassador Gerard ar- 
ranged an exchange and on March 
28 in care of Mr. Luck, the sick stu- 
dent left for Rotterdam. 

At first all British civilians were 
not imprisoned; not until September 
5 was this done in Leipzig. Mr. Luck 
was among them as being of an age 
jeanne of bearing arms, but he man 
aged to get out of jail after , little 
through the influence of a good Ger- 
;man friend. When he was under ar- 
‘rest an American friend took charge 
| of the two daughters. In February 
,the German officials sent out word 
‘to arrest all Colonials because of

leave that kingdom. Arriving at 
Chemnitz he was for some time un- 
able:to get lodgings, as no one want 
ed British subjects.
